quested the department of justice for 
flfty additional clerks to help his pres- 
ent force of thirty-eight in investigat- 
ing applications.

THE IMPORTANCE OF SELF-CON. 
TROL~TEMPERANCE LES80N. 


I ^ S O N TEXT-Isa. 28:1-18. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Every man that striv- 
•th for the mastery is temperate in all 
thlngB—I Cor. 9:25. 


Wine in the Scriptures is spoken of 
ander four aspects. 
First, social, that 
BS Illustrated by Its use at the mar- 
riage In Cana. We must not, however, 
confuse this wine with the spirituous, 
0trong drink of this present day. 
Sec- 
ond, medicinal (Prov. 81:6-7; I Tim. 
15:23). 
These passages do not com« 
mand us to use it as such, and God 
has very graciously revealed to us 
In modern medical research the futil- 
ity of the use of alcohol In the matter 
Df medicine as a remedy. Third, sacri- 
ficial wine (Matt. 26:27-29; Luke 22:17- 
20), and, fourth wine is spoken about 
as productive of the woes of men (See 
Amos 6:1; Heb. 2:15; Prov. 23:20). 
It is also mentioned by way of contrast 
(See Eph. 5:18). 


The Scriptures speak of drunkards 
in four different ways: (1) They are 
to be stoned (Deut. 21:20); (2) Drunk- 
ards lead to poverty (Prov. 23:21); 
(3) Drunkards are to be separated 
from other men (I Cor. 5:11); 
(4) 
they are to be finally separated from 
God (I Cor. 6:9). 


Abstinence from strong drink is en- 
joined in the Scriptures under three 
heads: 
(1) the priest and Nazarite 
(Num. 6:3; Luke 1:15); (2) the ruler 
(Prov. 31:4); (3) those who are to, 
worship Jehovah (Lev. 10:3). 


This particular lesson is taken from 
A portion of Isaiah's prophecy where 
be is anticipating what is about to hap- 
pen to Samaria, and uttering his warn- 
ings unto Judah. 


I. The Steps of Intemperance. First, 
Disgrace and Dishonor (v. 1). 
The 
city of 
Samaria is compared 
to a 
ehaplet of 
flowers 
on a 
drunkard's 
orow, which shall be trodden under 
Viot because of his inebriety. 
Drunk- 
Miness seemed to hiive been so wide- 
spread as to become a national sin. 
•-ocond. Disease and Degeneracy (v. 2). 
The pride of beauty spoken of in verse 
iiie is to "fall to the earth." 
This- 
jlorious beauty was after all only a 
"fading 
flower" 
(I Pet. 1:24). 
The 
loming of the Assyrians upon Samaria 
,s described in a three-fold way: 
(1) 
As a "tempest of hail"; (2) as a "de- 
stroying s t o r u j ( 3 ) 
as a 
"tempest 
of mighty waters overflowing." 
The 
thought 
contained is that of 
wide- 
spread and overwhelming destruction. 
Back of tliis work of devastation and 
destruction and desolation was 
the 
wrrath of God against siu (Ch. 2:4-9). 
A.1I earthly pride shall be trodden un- 
der foot. 
Samaria, "a fadiiig flower," 
was to be greedily eaten up by the on- 
ioraing enemy. 


II. Those Reached by Intemperance, 
Strong dniiic c;iu.si,\s men to en- in their 
ionduet, in tlielr mora! insight, in their 
judgments. 
It rericlies tlie lieautiful 
(v. 1) ; it readies the learned (v. 7) ; 
;t're:i<'hes tliose in authority; in fact 
all classes. It leads men to the depths 
Df deL::-:iclntion and to the losp, of tlieir 
wills (v. 8) ; it makes men to become 
neiists, wallowing in tlieir own vomit. 
N'ot only Samaria, but "these also" 
(vv. 7 and S), that is people of Jeru- 
salem have erred through wine and 
strong drink. 
Even tlie priests and 
;iie prophets had and do so now (See 
Jh. 56:10-12: Micah 2:11). The priests 
n'ere especially inexcusable because of 
the plain directness of God's word 
(Lev. 10:9-10; Ezekiel 44:21). 
The 
result of their intemperance was that 
they utterly failed in their official 
acts. They reeled in vision and stum- 
bled in judgment. 
The use of wine 
and strong drink made their social 
gatherings flltliy and disgusting. Tem- 
perance is the habit of abstaining from 
everything that destroys. It is the con- 
trol and right use of God's good gifts 
for service. 
Intemperance Is lack of 
control or the wrong use of God's 
gifts in self-indulgence. 


III. The Lesson in Contrast. 
Jeru- 
salem vs. Samaria. 
Samaria's crown 
of pride was not the glory of God. 
Its beauty was a fading flower (v. 4), 
his wisdom contemned through the 
ignorance of Samaria (vv. 6, 7, 12), 
his strength versus their weakness and 
wickedness (vv. 6. 13). 
God teaches 
by 
contrast 
as 
well 
as by 
direct 
precept. 
Verses nine and ten may be 
taken as a mocking answer of the peo- 
ple to God's prophet. Isaiah intimates 
that the time to begin our instruction 
is in childhood (v. 9), that precept 
must be upon precept, and line upon 
line, here a little and there a little. 
There never is a time when we can let 
ap In this struggle against the mighty 
evil of Intemperance. 


Take as a reply (v. 9) this would 
seem to indicate that God took them to 
be babies just weaned. If the prophet, 
himself, is the speaker, then Jehovah 
is represented as teaching knowledge 
to babes and not to the self-suflicient. 
It is th^se whom he "makes to under- 
stand his message" (R. V. ), and the 
method of his teaching Is precept upon 
precept. 
If we will not hear God's 
loving and patient call to repentance, 
he will speak to us through cruel ene- 
mies. 
If we will not teach our chil- 
dren, if we will not keep everlastingly 
agitating this question, he will use oth- 
er means (v. 11).

demands leather—leather for soldieis' 
shoes, leather for harness, leather for 
equipment of many kinds. 
In 
this 
country there is no such surplus that 
we can afford to waste any of it; and 
it is wasting leather not to care for 
and preserve it properly. 
In the army 
and out, we all wear slioes. 
If we 
manage them rightly they will last 
longer, we will not need so many new 
ones and there will bo more left for 
others. 
The 
following 
suggestions 
from the leather and paper laboratory 
of the United States department of 
agriculture can be utilized by evei-y- 
one who walks. 


To Save Shoes. 


Shoes should be oiled or greased 
whenever the leather begins to get 
hard or dry. 
They should be brushed 
thoi-oughly and then all the dirt and 
mud that remains 
washed off with 
warm water, the excess water being 
taken off with a dry cloth. 
While the 
shoes are still wet and warm apply the 
oil or grease with a swab of wool or 
flannel. 
It is best to have the oil or 
grease about as warm as the hand can 
bear and it should be rubbed well into 
the leather, preferably with the palm. 
If necessary, the oil can be applied to 
dry leather, but it penetrates better 
when the latter is wet. 
After treat- 
ment the shoes should be left to dry 
in a place that is warm—not hot. 


Castor oil is satisfactory for shoes 
that are to be polished; for plainer 
footbear neat's foot, fish oil or oleine 
may be substituted. 
K it is desired 
to make the shoes and boots more 
waterproof, beef tallow may be added 
to any of these substances at the rate 
of half a pound of tallow to a pint of 
oil. The edge of the sole and the welt 
should bo greased thoroughly. 
Too 
much grease cannot 
be applied to 
these parts. 
; A simple method, 
o f , making the 
Holes mpre durable',, pliabl« and Water 
i^'istant to to swab theai' QCCMloB^Uy' 


with linseed oil. setting them aside to 
dry over night. 


Many of the common shoe polishes 
are harmful 
to leather. 
All those 
which contain sulphuric, hydrochloric, 
or oxalic acids, turpentine, benzine, or 
other volatile solvents, have a 
ten- 
dency to harden the leather and make 
it more liable to crack. 


It is poor economy, too, to wear a 
shoe with the heel badly worn on one 
side. 
This throws the -shoe out of 
shape and may soon result in its ruin. 
It is also'likely to cause temporary 
injury to the fooi. 


To Pre.sorve Harness. 


Harness leather, like shoes, cannot 
be neglected without injury that les- 


sens its durability. 
It should be wash- 
ed and oiled frequently. 
The wash- 
ing should be done in tepid water, with 
a neutral soap and a sponge or stiff 
brush. 
After rinsing in clean tepid 
water, the harness is hung up to drain 
a little while before oiling. 


For driving harness neatsfoot 
or 
castor oil is best, but for heavy har- 


ness there may be some tallow in th» 
oil. 
The applications should be light 
for driving and liberal for heavy har- 
ness. 
The oil, warm to the hand, is, 
rubbed thoroughly 
into the leather 
while it is still wet from the washing. • 
Excess oil which the leather is unable 
to take up should be removed with a 
:lean, dry cloth.

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THE PUZZLE OP THE PITS. 


^he fact that certain gentlemen calling 
iJiemselves traders quit betting that wheat 
yoiild go up one cent or down two cents has 
Jiad the very positive effect of making wheat 
go doAvn. two cents and many times that with- 
jH less than a week. Flour has followed nat- 
•urally. These are substantial advantages, to 
be suM^ and they are not unappreciated by 
^hat numerous constituency deseribed as the 
jnasses. 


Just what it was that has caused wheat to 
6ag, and slump and go into a general and 
felarming decline does not appear to be kno\vn 
for a certainty. Authorities of first eminence 
Beem not to be wholly of one accord in mak- 
ing assignments of reason. This is the more a 
Jjity, altogether aside from all abstract moral 
considerations, for it would be interesting and 
perhaps instructive to know what it is thafc 
cannot only be neither seen nor heard but can- 
tiot even be guessed at with any unanimity of 
¡opinions which suddenly has yorked a dollar 
lor two out of a barrel of flour. 


It may have been the talk of hemp and 
lamp-posts in the United States senate the oth- 
er day. It may have been the attempt to put 
the ultimate kibosh on all food speculations. 
It may have been the senate's threat to take 
this novel and interesting recourse up to good 
purpose another day. It may have been the 
dropping of the lid on all further gamboling 
of the grain gamblers in May wheat. It may 
have been any of these things or all of them. 
It may have been none of them. But in any 
event, wheat has come down amazingly and 
flour has skidded right along behind, where ii: 
¡ belongs of course. 


• The acquiescence of the British govern- 
stoent in a suggestion that it abrogate its con- 
tracts for huge deliveries of wheat for export 
fend dump it back on the market may have 
had something to do with the great and joyous 
ieclat that has marked the tumble of July and 
September wheat, the latter way below tjie 
two-dollar mark where it looks cheaper than 
it did when Kansas farmers were clamoring 
for sixteen-to-one and demanding govern- 
Jnent ware-houses and a guaranteed price for 
twrheat, pigs, poultry and sunflower seed. 


It is a hazy, though not unhappy, situation 
in which nothing can be made out for cer- 
tain save that it is a fact trading in wheat 
haM ceased on the Chicago board and half a 
idozen other grain exchanges and that wheat 
has come down fine and dandy. One author- 
ity we have just read makes no bones about 
saying there is a doggone sight more wheat 
in the country than most folks are letting on 
and that the outlook for the year's harvest is 
good enough to make a grain-pit bear see 
yisions of easy money without going to sleep 
pn his back. This same authority rakes the 
speculators fore and aft and thinks that if 
:the government of the United States should 
take a hand and fix the price at along about 
fi dollar sixty there wouldn't be much else 
needed to guarantee prosperity to the farmer 
and white bread galore. 


Very plainly, the grain pits of Chicago 
should be looked into with an eye to some- 
thing more than investments and other emo- 
tions than curiosity. They may be all right. 
Perhaps it never can be found out that any- 
thing but straight-out, legitimate and benevo- 
lent merchandising goes on in those wells of 
turbulence, but it won't hurt to have a brief 
gaze of authority into them—^provided author- 
ity means business and can see a bit in the 
dark. The puzzle of wheat ought to be solved 
by some one for it bothers a good deal now 
and then, though there never before has been 
>vheat at three and a half with a threat of 
jgoing to ten. 


CONGRESS MOVES OUT OF WAY. 


After thirty days of talking and quarreling, 
jnaking- and unmaking its purpose, congress 
at length has rempved itself as an obstniction 


the nation in this war; An exsmin^tion of the 
army bill as it has been approved discloses 
nothing in which it so difiers from the mea- 
sure as it was passed by either branch of con- 
gress as to excuse the sad waste of days in 
getting it disposed of. 


There have been some honest differences of 
opinion as between conscription and the vol- 
unteer system, but with those differences 
cleared away by the vast majority of mem- 
bers in both congressional bodies, there re- 
mained nothing to the raising of great armies 
that might not haye been disposed of in two 
days. It is true that there had to be éncoun- 
I tered the hostility that was mere obstruction. 
"^A few in the house and a handful in the sen- 
ate would have prevented the raising of an 
army in any wise whatever if it had been in 
their power. The vexed question of making 
open the way for Colonel Roosevelt to raise a 
volunteer division and lead it to France was 
magnified to an importance scarcely second 
to the purpose of the army bill itself. The up- 
shot of it is that if the president wants the 
colonel to go the colonel can go. The best 
opinion in the army is against his going. The 
sentiment of the country is in an undoubted 
state of favor toward his enterprise of arms. 
In any event, the question of his going or 
staying invested nothing of so much conse- 
quence as to justify the frittering away of 
two precious weeks in a quarrelsome discus- 
sion of it. 


The j;hing now is that the president has the 
law under which to proceed to the creation 
of an army of a half million men forthwith 
and to create another like it fast upon the 
heels of the first task. The war department, 
with the splendid co-operation of most of the 
states, already has anticipated the passage of 
the army biU and the machinery for selective 
conscription is ready to be set in motion. This 
timely preparation will offset much of the de- 
lay for which congress is to blame and the 
huge task of bringing together five hundred 
thousand young men for training will go for- 
ward with diligence. Already the officers' re- 
serve corps training camps are set up and the 
men are in hand for making of officers. When 
the operation of the draft shall have produced 
the levies of men there will be ready a grear, 
body of officers with some essential Lchoolin? 
for the work of making soldiers. 


The business has been gone about in l wa^ 
til at promises America relief from the painful 
spectacle that has accompanied the country's 
entrance into all it wars heretofore. When 
the troops now to be levied are sent to the 
front they will go as armies trained to the 
work that they must do. The losses and dis- 
asters that have marked with needless dead 
the progress of the nation in its earlier f^ss.lys 
of previous wars will not make an unhappy 
chapter in the history of this war. America 
termination a§ into any heretofore and with 
is starting into this conflict with as m^^ch de- 
an eminently better display of horse sense.

The national government within a few days 
will begin to lay its hand upon the shoulders 
of half a million of the nation's finest young 
men, saj-ing, "Son of the Republic, you are 
needed."

If the gov- 
ernment should make another issue, in which 
the rate of interest paid is higher the liberty 
loan bonds may be converted into bonds of 
the newer and better paying issue. These 
bonds will run from fifteen to thirty years. 
They will make a long-time and safe invest- 
ment that will yield well. 


In its practical aspects a liberty loan bond 
is a splendid thing to invest your savings in: 
In its patriotic aspect it is a thing you cannot 
wish to ignore. Get ready to buy a bond and 
help yourself while helping your go\ernment.

CANADA HAS MANY LESSONS FOR US 


BY MAX ENDS, 


President of 
the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. 


Canadian experiences in her war 
with Germany are likely to be very 
similar to those of the United States 
in the same situation. 


Just before the beginning of the war 
Canada held practically the same atti- 
tude toward its militia as the United 
States did theirs until recently. 
None 
thought these men would be used for 
any more serious business than hon- 
orai-y guards in military pageants. 


With the declaration of war, how- 
ever, opinion changed in a flash. The 
men who had been "joshed" before, 
were regarded most seriously and with 
deference. 
The fiber of the whole 
country seemed to stiffen overnight 
and recruiting started on the jump. All 
men took part either to enlist or en- 
courage it. 


Ammunition factories, encoui-aged 
by government subsidies and lai-ge con- 
tracts, sprang up almost overnight. 
Materials for government munitions— 
anything that goes to clothe or equip 
a soldier—were sent skyward in price 
'by the demands of the government. 


Thirty-three 
thousand 
soldiers, 
hastily recruited from the militia regi- 
ments already organized, and com- 
posed mostly of men who had either 
seen service in Africa, as British reg- 
ulars, or in Canadian regiments in tlie 
Boer war, were sent as Canada's first 
contribution to the mother country. 


Thirty-three large, dull-grey trans- 
ports, convoyed by a formidable fleet 
of British cruisers, delivered 
these 
men safely to the British isles, where 
th*y were pummeled into shape and 
sent to France. 


Since then a steady stream has been 
pouring Into Britain. 
These are the 
men who "plugged the hole at Calais" 
and who "held the salient at Ypres." 


No more famous regiment exists 
than that named for H. R. H., the 
Princess Patricia, 
daughter 
of 
the 
Duke of Connaught, then governor- 


f general of Canada. The Princess Pats 
have been wiped out, recruited to a 
strength, and" wiped out again and 
again. Canada has now 400,000 men at 
the front. 


While preparing her military forces, 
Canada lost no time getting her home 
organization down to a smoothly work- 
ing basis. 


Preparations at home meant briefly 
this: 


Red Cross societies to send essentials 
for base hospitals; khaki clubs or read- 
ing rooms, where furloughed or wound- 
ed soldiers could spend their time while 
waiting to return to the front; schools 
for teaching blinded and crippled sol- 
diers useful trades: organization of the 
Canadian patriotic fund, which thus 
far has raised $33,000,000 to take care 
of 70,000 dependent families who had 
sent their menfolk to the trenches, and 
who are entitled to support; and many 
other societies to supply Balaklava 
caps, home knitted 
sox, plenty of 
"smokes" and other trench luxuries 
not included in John Bull's army equip- 
ment. 


Federal arrangements were made, 
together with the patriotic fund, for 
support of families left behind by sol- 
diers. 


The Canadian "Tommy" is the high- 
est paid soldier in the world, receiving 
$1.10 a day. 
His family receives $20 
a month "separation allowance" and 
the difference between this and $45 a 
month from the Canadian patriotic 
fund 


Most authorities in Canada 
will 
agree that the war has proved a benefit 
with but, perhaps one exception—the 
terrible loss of life, and the injuries re- 
ceived by those returned medically un- 
fit for active service. 


CTanada has developed into a manly, 
virile nation, distinct from every na> 
tion in the world. 
Never again will 
Canadians be confused with any other 
nationality on tlie North American con- 
tinent. 
Canada has won nationhood 
and a senior partnership In the firm 
of the British empire.

SHIPS AND LOTS OF THEM. 


(Springfield Republican.) 


The federal shipping board's well- 
conceived project for the early con- 
struction of 1,000 wooden steamships, 
ranging from 3,000 to 4,000 tons In 
cargo capacity, to be used in the trade 
with the British isles, Is being pushed 
with 
business-like 
enterprise. 
The 
vice chairman of the board, Mr. Brent, 
has been in conference with shipbuild- 
ers on the Pacific Coast, and 
they 
have assured hJm that the coast has 
the 
timber 
and 
the 
skilled 
labor 
necessary to put through any building 
program. The contracts would stand- 
ardize 
construction, 
and 
the 
vice 
chairman concluded that, under rush 
orders, wooden steamships could be 
delivered by the Pacific Coast yards in 
from 
five 
to seven months. 
The 
board has $50,000,000 now available 
for a building program, so that 
no 
delay need take place on account of 
funds. 


The time mentioned as necessary 
for building these vessels is of particu- 
lar interest in A'iew of the 
present 
opinion of the German naval expert. 
Captain Persius, that, while Britain 
can not be starved out by the sub- 
marine, the British government might 
be forced "in a few months" by the 
U-boat raids on merchant 
shipping 
"to realize that a continuation of the 
war would be unprofitable." 
Let the 
federal shipping board make good in 
placing on the Atlantic a large fleet 
of wooden cargo carriers within "a 
few months," and Captain 
Persius 
would probably have to revise his es- 
timiate of the obstacles the German 
submarine must overcome. 


The federal shipping board should 
strenuously pursue its activities In the

Recent accounts of their activ- 
ities show that they have thoroughly 
defeated the Germans opposed to them 
and are able not only to scout abov« 
the German lines but even to carry out 
bombing operations far to the rear. 


This air mastery is largely an In- 
dividual matter. Machines have some- 
thing to do with it, and numbers some- 
thing. 
But though modern armies 
fight in the mass, airmen meet face to 
face. 
In the sky the jousts of the 
knights of old are re-enacted, with air- 
planes for chargers and machine guns 
for lances. 
It is a fight a I'outrance 
when two knights of the air meet, and 
tbe loser crashes to death thousands of 
feet below. 


If It was the German genius for or- 
ganization 
that 
gave the 
CJerman 
armies such victories in the^beginning 
of the war, it is no less the English in- 
dividualism and self-reliance and love 
of sport that have given them pre- 
eminence in the air. And as these are 
qualities that are American even more 
than 
they are 
English, 
Americans 
ought to take to the air as naturally as 
the English have done. 
The exploits 
of the English airmen have shown how 
x-itallty necessary to victory on the 
earth is the control of the air. In the 
new American army too much atten- 
tion cannot be given to the develop- 
ment of an air service.

BICE ONE OF USEFlTIi FOODS. 


Although rice has been recognized as 
a good food in the United States since 
early colonial times, and in some form 
or other is. generally liked in all parts 
of the country. It has not been given so 
important a place as a staple article of 
diet as it deserves, say specialist^ of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 
In some sections rice has been 
used for the most part as a breakfast 
cereal or as a foundation for pancakes, 
croquettes 
or 
desserts. 
In 
regions 
where It is grown, however, it is used 
principally as a vegetable like pota- 
toes; and in place of dishes like maca- 
roni and spaghetti, 
combined 
with 
cheese, and similar foods.

puddings and other desserts.

Use Grated Beets if 
You Want Pink Soup 
or Salad of Red Hue 


The beet is in demand for the "apple 
blossom" dishes—that is, the pretty 
pink soup or salad of the season, fine 
for pretty luncheons. 
The soup may 
be put together in a number of ways. 


Gratfed beets may be stirred into a 
thin white sauce and after five minutes 
of gentle cooking served just as it Is or 
strained. One beet to a cup of milk is a 
good proportion, but half a good-sized 
beet will do. 
Some people chop the 
beets and simmer them in the milk for 
twenty minutes or so, and then thicken 
the milk. It seems better to me to add 
them to the already 
thickened 
and 
well cooked milk, because the 
flour 
used for thickening is more wholesome 
if it gets at least twenty minutes of 
cooking. 
Cream always improves this 
soup 
and 
whipped 
cream 
may 
be 
served on each cup. 


Beets chopped and buttered mold 
easily and may be served with a com- 
plete cover of mayonnaise thinned a 
half with whipped cream.

sour may be used and more vinegar 
and lemon Juice or a little of each used 
to flavor It—add the seasonings, then 
pour over the beets and etir until thor- 
oughly pink, then strain and serv. in 
salad sauoe bowl.

"We are organizing every state asso- 
ciation for national service for agricul- 
ture and thrift," writes Mrs. Henry 
Wade Rogers, chairman of the nation- 
al association's committee on that line 
for patriotic work. 
"For instance, we 
need to have started in half a dozen 
towns in a state a bureau for farm oc- 
cupations for women, which would 
supply farmers with women laborers 
on farms and in gardens and In or- 
chards, and furnish places to women 
and girls who desire to undertake this 
form of national service. 
New York, 
New Jersey and other places are pro- 
viding for these bureaus of farm oc- 
cupations, and we feel that this will be 
perhaps the most important service we 
can render In agriculture, to put women 
workers in touch with the 
farmers 
needing their services. 


"I- wish heartily that college women 
graduates and near-graduates would 
lead the way back to the land as farm 
workers, and that they would be fol- 
lowed by factory women and women 
In the homes who can be spared, and 
shop girls. 
I And many women have 
had more or less experience of country 
life and occupations, and with a little 
training will make valuable helpers. 
Something must be done to helo out 
the farmers, and I thing woman labor 
will be far more satisfactory than that 
of boys. Already the United States has 
1,800,000 women farmers and garden- 
ers, and we ought to have 5,000,000 
of them. 


"We are asking every state chair- 
man for agriculture to organize when- 
ever possible in the local league a farm 
and garden club, pledging the women 
members to work on farm or in the 
garden, as opportunity occurs, and to 
co-operate with any community move- 
ments for similar work.

Many clothes have a yellow tinge, 
and the housewife should find out the 
cause and seek to overcome It. 


Most clothes are put into too hot 
water. 
It should be remembered cold 
water loosens the dirt while hot water 
shrinks the goods and tightens the 
dirt. 


If clothes are verj' yellow from the 
use of too much soap or improper 
rinsing, they may be whitened If, aft- 
er washing they are put in tub of 
clear cold water with three teaspoon- 
fuls of cream of tartar to each four 
quarts of water used; allow to soaiv 
for an hour' then rinse In the usual 
way and dry out in the sun.

A perfect washing fluid is made as 
follows: 
Take one-half pound of un- 
slacked lime, borax size of egg and

cool.

clear liquid and bottle for use. 
Us« 
one cup of the fluid in large boiler of 
clothes with a little soap. 
When sec- 
ond boiler is filled turn out half the 
water In the boiler and add one-half 
cup of the fluid and flll boiler with 
clear cold water and more soap, add 
clothes and bring slowly to boiling 
point. 
Do not boil clothes over flve 
minutes.

ure of the roads to supply them with 
adeciuate number of coal cars for their 
operations. 


The case sets a precedent. 
If de- 
cided in favor of the complainants it 
would open the way for the filing of 
innunierable 
similar 
complaints 
not 
only by coal and other mining com- 
panies, but by manufacturers and ship- 
pers of virtually all commodities car- 
ried in interstate commerce, for al- 
leged losses running into m a n y

lions.

Soissons, May 
3.—(Correspondeniie 
of the Associated Press.)—The 
high 
road • running along the edge of the 
plateau of Craonne, frequently men- 
tioned in the. official' communications 
during the second battle of the Aisne 
and which is going into history under 
the name of the "Chemin des Dames" 
(The Ladies' Way), dates f r o m 
the 
time of Louis XV. 
This road, begiti- 
I ning at 
the 
Paris-Maudeuge 
road, 
about ten miles northeast of Soissons, 
crosses the platteau of Craonne. a dis- 
tance of about twelve milesc, then de- 
scends into the vallej' of the Ailette 
to cross the Vauclerc. woods to the do- 
main of the ancient-Chateau of Dove, 
near Bouconville, where the Princesses 
Í Adelaide, Sophia and Victoire, daugli- 
ters of Louis XV., visited one of their 
ladies of honor, 
Madame De 
Mar- 
bonne, every summer. 


The roads of the region were detes- 
table; 
Out of consideration for the 
princesses a new paved road was built 
along the crest of the plateau 
and 
f r o m this fact it derived the name of 
the "Chemin des Dames." 


the Belgian flying corps has been far 
Every man, woman and child who hap- 


more important than could be sup- 
posed f r o m the limited publicity that 
has been given to it. 
Its work 
all 
through the war has gone far beyond 
its co-operation with the other Belgian 
military forces. 


Even 
before 
the 
consolidation

the fronts

allied 
armies was affected 
and before the 
Belgian troops took their place on the 
left wing of the allies front, the co- 
operation of the Belgian aviators with 
F i e n c h 
and 
British corps was 
inti- 
mate. 
Belgian aviators have partici- 
pated in a great many of the combined 
bombing expeditions of the allied fly- 
ing corps 
and have specially in night 
bombardments. 
Yet few of the many 
individual exploits of members of the 
Belgian corps have 
come to 
public 
notice. 
A correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press has just learned of one 
of these exploits, dating months back, 
^hat seems not to have been reported.

A Belgian airplane piloted by Ad- 
jutant Jenatzy, brother of the 
auto- 
mobile racer, with Lieut. Rolin as ob- 
server, took the air above the 
German 
lines. 
Rolin 
was looking for 
com- 
rades in the air when he spied pa.ssinq: 
under Iiim in a ray of moonlight a 
machine that he recognized as a Ger- 
man. 
It was followed by a second and 
a third. 


"There are the Germans," he said 
to Jenatzy. 
"Let us follow them." 


The Belgian machine followed the 
German flotilla until it arrived above 
the aviation camp of Ghistelles. 
The 
German machines began to desf-end in 
long spirals. 
Jenatzy and Rolin fol- 
lowed them. 
They .saw the 
German 
pilots making 
luminous 
signal.s, 
to 
which a searchlight from the aviation 
c a m p 
responded. 
Then 
the 
whole 
c a m p was lighted up; shed.s, landing 
ground, guiding searchlights were all 
well in view. 


One German machine landed, when 
the field was plunged again into ob- 
scurity, to be lighted up again an in- 
stant later, to darken again after each 
landing. The three German machines 
had reached the ground and in their 
t u r n Jenatzy and 
Rolin cut off 
the 
gasoline supply from their motor, de- 
cided to take the big i-isk. 


False Signals Get Rc.iponsc. 


Lieut. Rolin repeated with an elec- 
tric lamp the signals that he had just 
seen the Germans give. 
The search- 
lights below responded. 
Jenatzy and 
Rolin saw below a crowd of helpers 
and soldiers surrounding the three ma- 
chines that had already landed. 
Div- 
ing down into the glare of the lights 
that had been provided for them in the 
supposition that they were Germans, 
they plunged straight over the sheds 
and a t a feeble height, released 
the 
four bombs they had aboard. 


Four 
formidable 
explosions 
shook 
their machine as if it were buffeted by 
mighty waves, four immense 
flames 
shot into the air followed by a thick, 
white smoke, under cover of which the 
Belgians turned right about, opening 
with their machine guns upon the dis- 
mayed soldiers and mechanics of the 
camp as they pas.sed over the field. The 
lights went out, the anti-air craft guns 
struck up, machine guns searched the 
air, but the two Belgians were already 
out of range, laughing heartily at their 
"swansee," the name that is given in 
Brussels to a first rate joke.

forts to whip her first hundred thou- 
sand citizens into soldiers. 


"British soldiers regard the war as 
a game, as a great adventure," said 
Captain Beith, discussing the human 
side of warfare. 
"They look upon it 
in almost a frivolous light. 


"They grumble, of course, but their 
complaining 
is always 
about small 


things. 
If they are given an issue of 
grape jelly, when they are expecting 
strawberry jam, a howl goes up as high 
as heaven. 
But if they are required to 
stand heavy shrapnel fire for forty- 
eight hours in trenches filled with 
water, not a murmur escapes them. 


"They consider that all In a day's 
work. 
It is for a good cause. 
When 
in a good cause the soldier considers 
his life the greatest life of all. 


"The Frenchman takes the conflict 
seriously. 
The Briton looks at it in a 
more matter-of-fact way. 
He's not 
so intense. 
His humorous philosophy 
lessens the hardships of the war." 


Captain Beith ia a Scot. 
He fought 
for a year in northern France and 
Belgium with the Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders, the first of British 
volunteer 
regiments 
in 
action. 
Of 
twenty-eight offlcei-s in his regiment, 
he is one of three who returned. 


"Universal service is the only fair 
and efficient plan for raising an army," 
he said. 
"It puts war on a business 
basis. 
I learned this from my experi- 
ence in training recruits. 
During the 
Rrst six months pf the war, when I 
was a lieutenant, I was at Aldershot 
breaking in raw soldiers. 


"Under the volunteer 
system, no 
adequate method can be devised for 
handling the men. 
In London during 
those first few months of the war, men 
stood in line for days waiting oppor- 
tunity to register. 
They had to quit 


their jobs. 
They and their families 
actually suffered for food. 
This dis- 
pirited and discouraged them. 


"When it was seen that the govern- 
ment couldn't handle the enlistments 
fast enough, clubs and fraternal or- 
ganizations took a hand. 
This re- 
sulted in chaos. 
Men were coming 
to Aldershot at all hours of the day 
and night, in vai*ylng conditions of so- 
briety. stating they had enlisted. 


"The confusion in identifying. the 
Macs and the Roberts' and many other 
similar names was indescribable. 
In 
nothing is 
Scotland more 
prodigal

Is anything more funny than 
a strike in the army? 


"Anotlier injustice in the volunteer 
way 
is this: 
In the 
first 
hundred 
thousand, which became 
known as 
Kitchener's volunteer army, we had 
experts from every walk in life. 
We 
had skilled 
mechanics who 
should 
have remained at home in the fac- 
tories to make munitions and other 
necessaries of war. 
They enlisted for 
fear of being called cowards. 
As a 
consequence, some of 
the country's 
most valuable men were sacrificed on 
the firing line when they could have 
been of unending value at home.

Dallas, Tex., May 18.—"The Church 
in Armor" for a subject and the text 
chosen from the words of Paul, In 
Kphrasians 6:13, "Wherefore take unto 
you the whole armor of God," Rev. 
John Abner Marquis^ D. D., moderator 
of the Presbyterian general assembly 
and president of Coe college. Cedar 
Rapids, la., delivered the annual ser- 
mon before the 
assembly yesterday 
afternoon. 


"This is not a pacifist 
figure 
of 
speech—a Christian 
armed to the 
teeth—but there was a good deal of 
militancy in Paul, as there is in his 
gospel." Dr. Marquis said in beginning 
his sermon. 
"The weapons of his war- 
fare were not carnal but they were 
none the less mighty and none the less 
dangerous to a foe. 


"Christianity is not a 
religion of 
passive resignation; 
it teaches 
the 
passive virtues, but its emphasis is on 
the active, strenuous ones. 
Our Lord's 
last messages are electric with acti )n 
and bristling, with energy. 
The dis- 
ciples were to go and preach; work 
and battle were before them, they wore 
called to the life of a soldier, not of 
a i-ecluse. 


"It is the undoubted 
mission of 
Christianity to bring peace into the 
world, as it is to bring salvation and 
righteoiisness, but it is never taught 
or intimated that this peace is to come 
by lying inert in the path of b • -te 
force or letting iniquity have its way 
without protest and combat. 
On the 
contrary it will come as the result of 
conflict and struggle as hot and fierce 
as in the trenches of France. 
It is 
the business of religion to make the 
world a dangerous place for evil and 
evil-doers. 


"There is an appeal in the church in 
the world situation now which gives 
peculiar ponit to the advice in the 
text; it is a situation the church has 
never faced before and can only be 
met when we are panoplied with the 
whole armor of God." 


Dr. Marquis sadi the church is bet- 
ter armed now than ever to make her- 
self of use to the %vorld and besides 
the "whole armor of God," which the 
Ephesians had, has a base and an 
equipment such as no other genei-a- 
tion of Christians ever possessed. With 
capacious church 
buildings, 
schools, 
men and money at her disposal, Dr. 
Marquis'declared the church in Amer- 
ica is not failing and that never in the 
history of any nation has a free church 
put itself so cordially and so solidly 
behind its government as the church 
in the United Btates is doing now. 
"She is realizing," said the speaker, 
that the time has come when civili- 
zation can no longer endure a half- 
autocratic and a half-democratic con- 
dition. It is freedom's hour. 
She must 
either conquer or go back five hun- 
dred years." 


After declaring that the world will 
never get out of the influence of brute 
force, with its blood and slaughter, 
until a new spirit controls government 
as well as personal conduct. Dr. Mar- 
quis touched on labor ti-oubles and 
said : 


"The same thing is true of industrial 
troubles that menace us almost every 
moment. 
Difficulties between capital 
and labor will yield to Christianity if 
it is applied. 
The church, then, has 
now, when the world is aghast at its 
own failure and is in despair of the 
future, a fine opportunity to reveal the 
full power of Christ and to apply it." 


In closing Dr. Marquis declared that 
momentous changes are coming and 
said: 


"If we are worthy of Christ and the 
hour in which He has brought us into 
His kingdom we can make the new 
order Hi.s order. 
Our faith is that 
this will be done."

him. 


Jeffries investigated 
and 
before long 
was convinced that tlie proposition would 
prove a success. 
The result was the erec- 
tion of a powder mill where the product is 
now being manufactured. 


"The beauty of it is that the manufac- 
ture is very simple." said Jeffries when 
pressed for some Information 
regarding 
the venture. 
"The output is based on a 
chemical secret which we have control of. 
Yes. agents from government sources have 
already been negotiating with us." 


Jeffries admitted that the British gov- 
ernment has been investigating his secret. 
He smiled mysteriously when pressed for 
the verdict of foreign experts. 


"All I can say." he remarked, "is that 
we expect to make a fortune out of it." 


Jeffries by nature Is conservative, and 
the most difficult thing in the world is to 
draw an enthu8lasl,lc response from him 
relative to any subject except that of his 
splendid ranchi which Is a source of much 
pride to him. 


If war comes Jeffries may not be at the 
battle front swinging his ponderous lefts 
and rights at the foe, as he did in the days 
of his fistic prime, but "Jim Jeffries" shells

KING'S LIFE eOES OUT 


Monarch of Loyalty Islands 
Fought in Australian 
Contingent. 


Sydney, Australia, April 20,—(Cor- 
respondence of the Associated Press.) 
—In 3. recent AustraUan casualty list 
cabled from France was the name of 
"King" Watriama, of the Australian 
infantry force at the front in France. 
He is a native of the Loyalty Islands, 
a small mid-Pacific group belonging to 
Franc© and who has long laid claim 
to the sovereignty of that archipeligo. 
This claim France has never recog- 
nized. Last October, while in Londan, 
Watriama called at the British Colon- 
ial office to press his claim and inci- 
dentally to urge 
that 
the 
Loyalty 
Hands b© transferred from French to 
British rule. 


Prior to the war, Watriama was a 
familiar figure in Sydney. 
He used 
frequently to call on the governor gen- 
eral, the state governor and federal 
and state officers here relative to the 
"kingship" denied him. 
The striking 
dark-skinned South Sea islander was 
invariably attired on these occasions in 
European garb of the latest fashion, 
including frock coat, silk hat and im- 
maculate gloves. 
Having an antipa- 
thy for automobiles he made his calls 
in a carriage drawn- by a team of hand- 
some bay horses. 
He is a man of edu- 
cation and culture and is said to be 
able to speak several languages. 


When the war began Watriama en- 
listed in the Australian force which 
subsequently 
seized 
German 
New! 
Quinea. As he had served in the Brit- 
ish forces in the Boer war he was at 
once a valuable man. He taught many 
of the raw recruits, of which the force 
was largely composed, the use of the 
rifle. 
After the New Guinea expedi- 
tion he re-enlisted in the Australian 
ranks 
and 
in due 
course 
reached 
France. 


Before leaving New Guinea h© told 
a friend that he had long been desir- 
ous that Britain should control the

London, May 18.—Departure of a 
train from London to Paris every five 
or ten minutes, travel between the two 
capitals by rail to occupy less than six 
hours, was the possibility held out by 
Sir Francis Fox in an address recently 
delivered before the Royal Geograph- 
ical society. 
,Sir Francis was describ- 
ing the conditions under which it was 
proposed to build and operate a tun- 
nel under the English channel to con- 
nect England and PYance. 


Looking into the future, he declared 
that the trains operated through the 
tunnel 
could 
be 
used 
to 
traverse 
France, Belgium, Holland, Spain, Italy, 
Germany, Austria, Hungary and Tur- 
key as far as Constantinople. 
It was 
by no 
means 
improbable, 
said 
Sir 
Francis, that within comparatively a 
few 
years, 
travelers 
from 
London 
would be able to reach distant placevs 
like India and China through the me- 
dium of the channel tunnel. 


The tunnel would consist of 
two 
tubes eighteen feet in diameter. 
In 
the channel above the 
sea bed 
the 
maximum depth of water would be 
from 160 feet to 180 feet. 
It would 
be necessary, he said, to leave undis- 
turbed such a cover of chalk over the 
roof of the tunnel as would 
guard 
against any possible hostile 
contin- 
gency. 
That protection has been fixed 
at a minimum of 100 feet. 
The tun- 
nel would be operated, pumped and 
ventilated by electricity supplied from 
a power station in Kent 
ten 
miles 
inland. 


The tunnel xv-ould have a dip in the 
level of the rails, forming a water lock, 
by which it could, in case of emergency, 
be filled with water from roof to floor 
for one mile. 
This would be under 
control of Dover Castle and the en- 
trance and exits would be under gun- 
fire of the Dover forts.

GERMANS RUSH 


TO GET UNDER 


THE OLD FLAG 


New York, May 18.—The rush of 


unnaturallzed Germans for permits to 
enable them to continue living within a 
.half mile of armories, forts, or other 
places used by the army and navy, has 
become so great that Thomas G. Mc- 
Carthy, United States marshal, has re- 
quested the department of Justice for 
fifty additional clerks to help his pres- 
ent force of thirty-eight in investigat- 
ing applications. 


Many hotel and 
eafo 
proprietors 


have discovered that their resorts will 
after June 1 be within the zones for- 
bidden by the president's war procla- 
mation to enemy aliens. 


Marshal McCarthy announced that 


the permits tor Germans to enter these 


zones can be issued only in cases of 
vital necessity and that none will be 
given for social purposes. This means 
that many a hostelry within the for- 
bidden areas that has made a point of 
catering to German patrons will be 
entirely stripped of its customers. In 
Brooklyn out of the 150 blanks re- 
turned only one has so far received the 
approval of the district attorney and 
agents of the department of Justice. 
More than 1,200 Germans have just 
obtained application blanks at the 
Brooklyn marshal's office. 
Applica- 


tions of aliens for first naturalization 
papers could not be accepted in this 
city today because the supply of official 
blanks had been exhausted. 


Washington, May 18—The rationing of 


Holland, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Switzerland and Spain was discussed 
formally today at a conference at the 
state department between British For- 
eign Secretary Balfour, Secretary Lan- 
sing, Secretary Rcdfield and British and 
American trade expert?.

A general understanding was reached

I The detailed working out of the allies, 
I however, depend on the enactment of 
legislation giving Hie president power of 
embargo and granting the shipping bo»rd 
control over all rargo space. 


The allies In the first two and a half 


years of tho war have built u pa most 
elaborate system to allow only enough 
supplies imported to countries contig- 
uous to Germany to maintain their 
m»m*l.«tc>ck». • Voluminous statistics 
have been collected to assure tho safe- 
guarding of tho neutrals' necessities. 
Semi-official agencies have been es- 
tablished in several of the countries 
to co-operate in this plan and guar- 
antee that attested Imports will not 
fall into enemy hands. 


Information Is Furnished. 


The British have submitted all these 


statistic to tho American officials who, 
In turn, have added valuable supple- 
mentary 
information collected 
by 


American consuls while this country 
was still neutral. 


The rationing problem was reported in 


full today by a sub-rommittco consisting 
of Lord Eustace Percy, Dr. E. E. Pratt, 
chief of the bureau of foreign and domes- 
tic commerce, and Wilbur J. Cnrr, chief of 
the consular bureau. A report on trading 
with the enemy was presented by Sir 
Kric Drummond, Solicitor Lester E. Wool- 
scy, of the state department, nnd F. M. 
Halstcad, chief of the customs bureau.

THE IMPORTANCE OF SELF-CON- 


TROL-TEMPERANCE LESSON. 


: 1ES8ON TEXT-Isa. 28:1-13. 


GOLDEN TEXT-Every man that «trlv- 
•th for the mastery is temperate In all 


Cor. 9:2S. 


Wine In the Scriptures is spoken of 


onder four aspects. First, social, that 
as Illustrated by Its use at the mar- 
riage In Cans. We must not, however, 
conftwe this Trtne with the spirituous, 
rtrong drinfc of thle present day. Sec- 
ond, medicinal (Prov. 81:6-7; I Tim. 
6:23). These passages do not com- 
mand -us to use it as such, and God 
has very graciously revealed to us 
In modern medical research the futil- 
ity of the tise of alcohol In the matter 
of medicine as a remedy. Third, sacri- 
ficial wine (Matt. 20:27-29; Luke 22:17- 
20), and, fourth wine is spoken about 
as productive of the woes of men (See 
Amos 6:1; Heb. 2:15; Prov. 23:20). 
It is also mentioned by way of contrast 
(See Eph. 5:18). 


The Scriptures speak of drunkards 


In. four different ways: (1) They are 
to be stoned (Dent 21:20); (2) Drunk- 
ards lead to poverty (Prov. 23:21); 
(3) Drunkards are to be separated 
from other men (I Cor. 5:11); (4) 
they are to be finally separated from 
Bod (I Cor. 6:9). 


Abstinence from strong drink Is en- 


joined In the Scriptures under three 
beads: 
(1) the priest and Nazarite 


(Num. 6:3; Luke 1:15); (2) the ruler 
(Prov. 31:4); (3) those who are to 
worship Jehovah (Lev. 10:3). 


This particular lesson is taken from 


A portion of Isaiah's prophecy where 
he is anticipating what Is about to hap- 
pen to Samaria, and uttering his warn- 
ings unto .Tudah. 


I. The Steps of Intemperance. First, 


Disgrace and Dishonor (v. 1). The 
city of Samaria Is compared to a 
chaplet of flowers on n drunkard's 
orow, which shall be trodden under 
Toot because of his inebriety. Dmnk- 
jnness seemed to have been so wide- 
spread as to become a nntloual sin. 
-'crond. Disease and Degeneracy (v. 2). 
I'he pride of beauty spoken of In verse 
•in- is to "full to the earth." This 
florlous beauty was niter all only a 
-fading flower" (1 Pet. 1:24). 
The 


turning of the Assyrians upon Samaria 
M described In n three-fold way: 
(1) 


As a "tempest of hnll"; (2) as a "de- 
stroying storm;" (3) ns a "tempest 
af mighty waters overflowing." 
The 


thought contained Is that of wide- 
spread and overwhelming destruction. 
Buck of this work of devastation nnd 
destruction nnd desolation was the 
wrath of God against sin (Ch. 2:4-0). 
4.11 earthly pride shall be trodden un- 
der foot. 
Sinnnrln, "n fading flower," 


was to he greedily eaten up by the on- 
:omlnc enemy. 


II. Those Reached by Intemperance. 


Strung driiil; c;r.ist-s i:n'ti in CIT In tlwlr 
:ondu<:t, in thdr moral Insight, In tlic-lr 
judgments. 
It reaches lb« beautiful 


(v. ]); It reaches tho learned (v. 7); 
,t rearhos those In authority; In fact 
ill classes. It leads men to (lie depths 
:if degradation and to the loss of their 
ivllls (v. 8); It makes men to become 
ncasts, wallowing In tliclr own vomit. 
Not only Snmarla, but "these also" 
(w. 7 and S), that Is people of Jeru- 
salem have erred through wine and 
strong drink. Even the priests and 
:he prophets lind nnd do so now (See 
^h. 56:10-12; Micnh 2:1.1). The priests 
. were especially Inexcusable because of 
the plain directness of God's word 
(Lev. 10:9-10; Ezekicl 44:21). 
The 


result of their Intemperance was that 
they utterly failed in their 
official 


lets. They reeled In vision and stum- 
bled in judgment. The use of wine 
and strong drink made their social 
gatherings filthy and disgusting. Tem- 
perance is the habit of abstaining from 
everything that destroys. It is the con- ( 
trol and right use of God's good gifts 
for service. Intemperance is lack of 
control or the wrong use of God's 
gifts In self-indulgence. 


III. The Lesson In Contrast. Jeru- 


taletn vs. Samaria. Samaria's crown 
of prido was not the glory of God. 
Its beauty was a fading flower (v. 4), 
his wisdom contemned through the 
Ignorance of Samaria (vv. 6, 7, 12), 
his strength versus their weakness and 
wickedness (vv. G, 13). 
God teaches 


by contrast as well as by direct 
precept Verses nine and ten may be 
taken as a mocking answer of the peo- 
ple to God's prophet. Isaiah Intimates 
that the time to begin our Instruction 
Is In childhood (v. 9), that precept 
must be upon precept, and line upon 
line, here a little and there a little. 
There never is a time when we can let 
np In this struggle against the mighty 
evil of Intemperance. 


Take, as a reply'(v. 9) this would 


seem to indicate that God took them to 
be babies just weaned. If the prophet, 
himself, Is the speaker, then Jehovnh 
Is represented ns teaching knowledge 
to babes and not to the self-sufficient. 
It is these whom he "makes to under- 
stand his message" (R. V. ), nnd the 
method of bis teaching is precept upon 
precept. If we will not hear God's 
loving and patient call to repentance, 
he will speak to us through cruel ene- 
mies. If we will not tench our chil- 
dren. If we will not Veep everlastingly 
agitating this question, he will use oth- 
er means (v. 11).

demands leather—leather for soldiers' 
shoes, leather for harness, leather for 
equipment of many kinds. 
In this 


country there is no such surplus that 
we can afford to waste any of it; and 
it is wasting leather not to care for 
and preserve it properly. In the army 
and out, we all wear shoes. 
It we 


manage them rightly they will last 
longer, we will not need so many new 
ones arid there will be more left for 
others. 
The 
following 
suggestions 


from the leather and paper laboratory 
of the United States department of 
agriculture can be utilized by every- 
one who walks. 


To Save Shoes. 


Shoes should be oiled or greased 


whenever the leather begins to get 
hard or dry. They should be brushed 
thoroughly and then all the dirt and 
mud that remains 
washed off with 


warm water, the excess water being 
taken off with a dry cloth. While the 
shoes are still wet and warm apply the 
oil or grease with a swab of wool or 
flannel. It is best to have the oil or 
grease about as warm as the hand can 
bear and it should be rubbed well into 
the leather, preferably with the palm. 
If necessary, the oil can be applied to 
dry leather, but it penetrates better 
when the latter is wet. 
After treat- 


ment the shoes should be left to dry 
in a place that is warm—not hot. 


Castor oil is satisfactory for shoes 


that are to bo polished; for plainer 
footbear neat's foot, flah ojl or oleine 
may be substituted. 
If it, is desired 


to make the shoes and boots more 
waterproof, beef tallow may be added 
to any of these substances at tho rate 
of half a pound of tallow to a pint of 
oil. 
The edge of the sole and the welt 


should be greased thoroughly. 
Too 


much grease cannot 
be applied to 


these parts. 


A simple method 
of making the 


soles more durable, pliable and water 
resistant is to swab them occasionally 


with linseed oil, setting them aside to 
dry over night. 


Many of the common shoe polishes 


are harmful 
to leather. 
All those 


which contain sulphuric, hydrochloric, 
or oxalic acids, turpentine, benzine, or 
other volatile solvents, have a ten- 
dency to harden the leather and make 
it more liable to crack. 


It is poor economy, too, to wear a 


shoe with the heel badly worn on one 
side. 
This throws the shoe out of 


shape and may soon result in its ruin. 
It is also likely to cause temporary 
injury to the foot. 


To Preserve Harness. 


Harness leather, like shoes, cannot 


be neglected without injury that les- 


sens its durability. It should be wash- 
ed and oiled frequently. 
The wash- 


ing should bo done in tepid wator, with 
a neutral soap a.nd a sponge or stiff 
brush. 
After rinsing in clean tepid 


water, the harness is hung up to drain 
a little while before oiling. 


For driving harness neatsfoot or 


castor oil is best, but for heavy har- 


ness there may be some tallow in tho 
oil. 
The applications should be light 


for driving and liberal for heavy bar- ' 
ness. 
The oil, warm to the hand. Is 


rubbed thoroughly into the leather 
while it is still wet from the washing. ' 
Excess oil which the leather is unable 
to take up should be removed with a 
?lean, dry cloth.

This is the more a 
pjty, altogether aside from all abstract moral 
considerations, for it would be interesting and 
perhaps instructive to know -what it is that 
cannot only be neither seen nor heard but can- 


the nation in this war. An. essrninaiics of the 
army bill as it has been approved discloses 
nothing in which it so differs from the mea- 
sure as it was passed by either branch of con- 
gress as to excuse the sad waste of days' in 
getting it disposed of. 


There have been some honest differences of

It is true that there had to be encoun- 
tered the hostility that was mere obstruction. 
A few in the house and a handful in the sen- 
ate would have prevented the raising of an 
army in any wise whatever if it had been in 
their power. The vexed question of making 
open the way for Colonel Roosevelt to raise a 
volunteer division and lead it to France was 
magnified to an importance scarcely second 
to the purpose of the army bill itself. The up- 
shot of it is that if the president wants the 
colonel to go the colonel can go. The best 
opinion in the army is against his going. The 
sentiment of the country is in an undoubted 
state of favor toward his enterprise of arms. 
In any event, the question of his going or 
staying invested nothing of so much conse- 
quence as to justify the frittering away of 
t\vo precious weeks in a quarrelsome discus- 
sion of it. 


The thing now is that the president has the 


law under which to proceed to the creation 
of an army of a half million men forthwith 
and to create another like it fast upon the 
heels of the first task. The war department, 
with the splendid co-operation of most of the 
states, already has anticipated the passage of 
the army bill and the machinery for selective 
conscription is ready to be set in motion. This 
timely preparation will offset much of the do- 
lay for which congress is to blame and the 
huge task of bringing together five hundred 
thousand young men for training will go for- 
ward with diligence. Already the officers' re- 
serve corps training camps are set up and the 
men are in hand for making of officers. When 
the operation of the draft shall have produced 
the levies of men there will be ready a great 
body of officers with some essential schooling 
for the work of making soldiers.

The national government within a few days 


will begin to lay its hand upon the shoulders 
of half a million of the nation's finest young 
men, saying, "Son of the Kepublic, you are 
needed." 
And the half million young men 


will go to do what it is that their country re- 
quires them to do for the national defense. 
There will be no qviestioning. Those bidden 
will go. 


There is another duty of citizenship that is 


none the less an obligation because not com- 
pulsory. This is to help tho government to 
finance the Avar it is in. The call now is to all 
who can extend such help to be about it. "War 
bonds are to be issued and sold. The liberty 
loan is an appeal to all patriots to lend the 
government such of their means as can be 
spared. 
This method of the liberty loan is 


such that it lies in the power of every person 
who has money or is earning money to come 
to the aid of his country. 


Bonds of a denomination as small as fifty 


dollars can be purchased. 
These bonds can 


be paid for in such installments as that any 
person having steady employment can be- 
come a bondholder of his government. A 
small payment upon application starts the 
purchaser tipon his way to own a liberty loan 
bond. Periodical payments thereafter require 
such percentage of the face of the bond as will 
constitute no burden. 


These bonds pay 3% per cent. If the gov- 


ernment should make another issue in which 
the rate of interest paid is higher the liberty 
loan bonds may be converted into bonds of 
the newer and better paying issue. These 
bonds will run from fifteen to thirty years. 
They will make a long-time and safe invest- 
ment that, will yield well. 


In its practical aspects a liberty loan bond 


is a splendid thing to invest your savings in. 
In its patriotic aspect it is a thing you cannot 
wish to ignore. Got ready to buy a bond and 
help yourself while helping your government.

vent their menfolk to the trenches, and 


courage it. 


Ammunition factories, encouraged 


by government subsidies and large con- 
tracts, sprang up almost overnight. 
Materials for government munitions— 
anything that goes to clothe or equip 
a soldier—were sent skyward In prlco 
by the demands of the government. 


Thirty-three 
thousand 
soldiers, 


hastily recruited from the militia regi- 
ments already organized, and com- 
posed mostly of men who had either 
seen service In Africa, as British reg- 
ulars, or In Canadian regiments in the 
Boer war, were sent as Canada's first 
contribution to the mother country. 


Thirty-three large, dull-grey trans- 


ports, convoyed by a formidable fleet 
of British cruisers, delivered these 
men safely to the British Isles, where 
they were pummcled into shape and 
sent to France. 


Since then a steady stream has been 


pouring Into Britain. These are the 
men who "plugged the hole at Calais" 
and who "held the salient at Tpres." 


No more famous regiment exists 


than that named for H. R. H-. the 
Princess Patricia, daughter of the 
Duke of Connaught, then governor-

The federal shipping board's well- 


conceived project for the early con- 
struction of 1,000 wooden steamships, 
ranging from 3,000 to 4,000 tons in 
cargo capacity, to be used in the trade 
with the British Isles, Is being pushed 
with business-like enterprise. 
The 


vice chairman of the board, Mr. Jirent, 
has been in conference with shipbuild- 
ers on the Pacific Coast, and they 
have assured him that the coast has 
the timber and the skilled labor 
necessary to put through any building 
program. The contracts would stand- 
ardize 
construction, 
and the vice 


Chairman concluded that, under rush 
orders, wooden steamships coxild be 
delivered by the Pacific Coast yards In 
from five to seven months. 
The 


board has $50,000,000 now available 
for a building program, so that no 
delay need take place on account of 
funds. 


The time mentioned as necessary 


for building these vessels Is of particu- 
lar interest In view ot the present 
opinion of the German naval expert, 
Captain Perslus, that, while Britain 
can not be starved out by the sub- 
marine, the British government might 
be forced "in a few months" by the 
U-boat raids on merchant shipping 
"to realize that a continuation of the 
war would be unprofitable." Let the 
federal shipping board make good in 
placing on the Atlantic a large fleet 
of wooden cargo carriers within "a 
few months*" and Captain Persius 
would probably ha.ve to revise his es- 
timate of the obstacles the German 
submarine must, overcome.

RICE ONE OF USEFUL FOODS. 


Although rice has been recognised as 


a good food In the United States since 
early colonial times, 'and In some form 
or other is generally liked in all parts 
of the country, it has not been given so 
important a place as a staple article of 
diet as it deserves, say specialists of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. In some sections rice has been 
used for the moat part as a breakfast 
cereal or as a foundation for pancakes, 
croquettes or desserts. In regions 
where It Is grown, however. It is used 
principally as a vegetable like pota- 
toes; and in place of dishes like maca- 
roni and spaghetti, combined with 
cheese, and similar foods. 
This use 


well may be extended to regions where 
rice is now used chiefly for making 
puddings and other desserts. 
When 


rice is used in quantity In the diet, par- 
ticularly as a substitute for potatoes, 
care should be taken to supply fruits 
and vegetables generously In order 
that the mineral substances which the 
body needs may be provided.

The price question will 
not bother you if you can get suited from the remaining assortment of 


Use Grated Beets if 
You Want Pink Soup 


or Salad of Red Hue 


The beet is in demand for the "apple 


blossom" dishes—that Is, the pretty 
pink soup or salad of the season, fine 
for pretty luncheons. The soup may 
be put together in a number of ways. 


Grated beets may be stirred into a 


thin white sauce and after five minutes 
of gentle cooking served just as it is or 
strained. One beet to a cup of milk is a 
good proportion, but half a good-sized 
beet will do. Some people chop the 
beets and simmer them in the milk for 
twenty minutes or so, and then thicken 
the milk. It seems better to me to add 
them to the already thickened and 
well cooked milk, because the flour 
used for thickening is more wholesome 
if it gets at least twenty minutes of 
cooking. Cream always improves this 
soup and whipped cream may be 
served on each cup. 


Beets chopped and buttered mold 


easily and may be served with a com- 
plete cover of mayonnaise thinned a 
half with whipped cream. It will be 
white and the beets will color it the 
apple blossom pink. 


A pink salad dressing, especially 


pretty with chopped white cabbage and 
the whole called apple blossom may be 
made by whipping up one cup of sour 
cream, adding to it a tablespoonful of 
lemon juice and sugar to taste, about 
a tablespoonful, a llttla salt, and two 
grated or chopped beets. Beat up the 
cream—sweet double cream instead of 
sour may be used and more vinegar 
and lemon juice or a little of each used 
to flavor It—add the seasonings, then 
pour over the beets and stir until thor- 
oughly pink, then strain and serve in 
salad sauce bowl.

Women Are Ready to 


Take the Places of 


Men on the Farms 


MISS £DTTrH GR.ACIE- 


Announcement has been made of the 


engagement of Miss Oracle to Dunbar 
Archibald Adams, of New York. Miss 
Grade Is daughter of the late Col. 
Archibald Oracle, a survivor of the 
Titanic disaster, and well known In 
Washington and New York society. 


"We are organizing every state asso- 


ciation for national service for agricul- 
ture and thrift," writes Mrs. Henry 
Wade Rogers, chairman of the nation- 
al association's committee on that line 
for patriotic work. "For instance, we 
need to have started in half a dozen 
towns in a state a bureau for farm oc- 
cupations for women, which would 
supply farmers with women laborers 
on farms and in gardens and In or- 
chards, and furnish places to women 
and girls who desire to undertake this 
form of national service. New York, 
New Jersey and other places are pro- 
viding for these bureaus ol farm oc- 
cupations, and we feel that this will be 
perhaps the most important service we 
can render in agriculture, to put women 
workers in touch with the 
farmers 


needing their services. 


"I wish heartily that college women 


graduates and near-graduates would 
lead the way back to the land as farm 
workers, and that they would be fol- 
lowed by factory women and women 
in the homes who can be spared, and 
shop girls. I flnd many women have 
had more or less experience of country 
life and occupations, and with a littlfl 
training will make valuable helpers. 
Somsthlng must be done to help out 
the farmers, and I thing woman labor 
will be far more satisfactory than that 
of boys. Already the United States has 
1,800,000 women farmers and garden- 
ers, and we ought to have 5,000,000 
of them. 


"We are asking every state chair- 


man for agriculture to organize when- 
ever possible in the local league a farm 
and garden club, pledging tho women 
members to work on farm or in the 
garden, as opportunity occurs, and to 
co-operate with any community move- 
ments for -similar work. 
Also urging 


them to start canning centers with tho 
beginning of the" vegetable season, pro- 
viding the supply of cans, which prob- 
ably will be scarce and dear, does not 
run out." 


AIDS FOR HOME IjACNDEKIMG. 


Some Ways Make Hard Work Easter 


and Save Clothes, Too. 


There is probably no part of house- 


work that is more difficult to have 
done right than the laundry work. 


Many clothes have a yellow tinge, 


and the housewife should find out the 
cause and seek to overcome it. 


Most clothes are put into too hot 


water. It should be remembered cold 
water loosens the dirt while hot water 
shrinks the g-oods and tightens tho 
dirt. 


If clothes are very .yellow from the 


use of too much soap or improper 
rinsing, they may b« whitened if, aft- 
er washing they are put in tub of 
clear cold water with three teaspoon- 
fuls of cream of tartar to each four 
quarts of water used; allow to soalc 
for an hour then rinse in. the usual 
way and dry out in the sun. 


A washing fluid properly made and 


properly used is often better for tha 
articles to be washed than much 
strong soap and hard nibbing. 


A perfect washing fluid is made as 


follows: Take one-half pound of un- 
slacked lime, borax size of egg and 
one pound.of washing soda; (sal soda) 
and seven quarts of water; bring this 
to boiling point, remove from fire and 
allow to settle and 
cool. Pour oft 


clear liquid and bottle for use. 
Use 


one cup of the fluid in large boiler of 
clothes with a little soap. When sec- . 
ond boiler is filled turn out half tha 
water in the boiler and add one-half 
cup of the fluid and fill boiler with 
clear cold water and more soap, add 
clothes and bring slowly to boiling 
point. Do not boil clothes over flve 
minutes.

a thorough investigation is now under 
way. 
The flames were leaping high into 


the air when discovered, but it is be- 
lieved that much of the building could 
have been saved had it not been for 
the poor water pressure. The fire de- 
partment which made a hurried run 
to the scene of the conflagration was 
helpless. Although the gauge at the 
power plant registered a. pressure of 
one hundred pounds the stream of wa- 
ter :it the scene of the fire would not 
reach any higher than a telephone 
pole. Firemen arc of the opinion that 
somebody had tampered 
with the 


mains. 


What motive anybody would have 


for setting fire to the 
plant is not 


known, unless it was the work of some 
flrobug who was desirous of seeing a. 
big blaze. 


Officials of the company could not 


nay whether the plant would be re- 
built. The company has several largo 
contracts and these may be turned over 
to another company. The plant was 
entirely wiped out.

employers of labor to take substantial 
action In the ^effort to reduce the cost 
of living by encouraging greater pro- 
duction of foodstuffs was the General 
Electric company. This company has 
a. tract of land between Wall and Tay- 
lor streets, bordered on the west by 
'the St. Mary's river. The west end— 
about six acres—is most fertile and 
particularly adapted 
to raising po- 


tatoes, beans and corn, and this part 
of the ground was cleared of shrub- 
bery, plowed and harrowed and laid 
out IP. sections about the size of an 
ordinary city lot at the expense of the 
company. Then it was parceled out 
to the employes as far as it would 
reach, the distribution being in the 
order of the applications, none of the 
applicants being allowed more than 
one lot. Before the ground was ready 


;for the receipt of seed, every lot had 
'been taken and 
Monday they were 


,turned over to the "tenants" and the 
•work of planting began at once. To- 
day nearly every bit of the seed is in 
the ground and it is now up to provi- 
dence to bring good results.

Havre, May 4.—(Correspondence of 


the Associated Press.)—The work of 
the Belgian flying corps has been far 
more important than could be sup- 
posed from the limited publicity that 
has been given to i". Its work all 
through the war has gone far beyond 
its co-operation with the other Belgian 
military forces. 


Even before the consolidation of 


the fronts 
of the 
different 
allied 


armies was affected 
and before the 


Belgian troops took their place on the 
left wing of the allies front, the co- 
operation of the Belgian aviators with 
French and British corps was inti- 
mate. Belgian aviators have partici- 
pated in a great many of the combined 
bombing expeditions of the. allied fly- 
ing corps and have specially in night 
bombardments. Yet few of the many 
individual exploits of members of the 
Belgian corps have come to public 
notice. 
A correspondent of the As- 


sociated Press has just learned of one 
of these exploits, dating months back, 
'.hat seems not to have been reported. 


Discovers the Germans. 


A Belgian airplane piloted by Ad- 


jutant Jenatzy, brother of the auto- 
mobile racer, with Lieut. Rolin as ob- 
server, took the air above the German 
lines. 
Rolin was looking for com- 


rades in the air when he spied passing 
under htm In a ray of moonlight a 
machine that he recognized as a Ger- 
man. It was followed by a second and 
a third. 


"There are the Germans," he said 


to Jenatzy. 
"Let us follow them." 


The Belgian machine followed the 


German llotillii until it arrived above 
the aviation camp of Ghistelle*. The 
German machines began to descend in 
long spirals. 
Jenatzy and Rolin fol- 


lowed them. 
They saw the German 


pilots making luminous signals, to 
which a searchlight from the aviation 
camp responded. 
Then the whole 


camp was lighted up: sheds, landing 
ground, guiding searchlights were all 
well In vlow. 


One German machine landed, when 


tho field was plunged again into ob- 
scurity, to bo lighted up again an in- 
stant later, to darken again after each 
landing. Tho three German machines 
had reached tho ground and in tholr 
turn Jenatzy and Rolin cut oft tho 
gasoline supply from their motor, de- 
cided to take tho big risk. 


Fal.to SlgimlH (Jet Response. 


Lieut. Rolin repeated with an elec- 


tric lamp tho signals that ho had just 
seen tho Germans give. Tho search- 
lights below responded. Jcnntzy and 
Rolin saw below a crowd of helpers 
and soldier* nurroundlng the three ma- 
chines that had already landed. Div- 
ing down Into tho glare of tho lights 
that had been provided for them in the 
supposition that they wore Germans, 
they plunged straight over the sheds 
and nt a feeble height, released tho 
four bonjbs they had aboard. 


Four formidable explosions shook 


their machine as If It were buffeted by 
mighty waves, Tour immense flames 
shot Into tho air followed by a thick, 
white smoke, under cover of which the 
Belgians turned right about, opening 
with their machine guns upon tho dis- 
mayed soldiers and mechanics of tho 
camp as they passed over the field. The 
lights went out, the anti-air craft guns 
struck up, machine guns searched tho 
air, but the two Belgians were already 
out of range, laughing heartily at their 
"swansee," the name that is given in 
Brussels to a first rate joke.

things. If they are given an issue of 
grape jelly, when they are expecting 
strawberry jam, a howl goes up as high 
as heaven. But if they are required to 
stand heavy shrapnel fire for forty- 
eight hours in trenches filled with 
water, not a murmur escapes them. 


"They consider that all in a day's 


work. It is for a good cause. When 
in a good cause the soldier considers 
his life the greatest life of all. 


"The Frenchman takes the conflict 


seriously. The Briton looks at it in a 
more - matter-of-fact way. 
He's not 


so intense. His humorous philosophy 
lessens the hardships of the war." 


Captain Bclth is a Scot. He fought 


for a year in northern France and 
Belgium with the Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders, the first of British 
volunteer regiments In actiop. Of 
twenty-eight officers In his regiment, 
he Is one of three who returned. 


"Universal service Is tho only fair 


and efficient plan for raising an army," 
he said. "It puts war on a business 
basis. I learned this from,my experi- 
ence In training recruits. During tho 
first six months of tho war, when I 
was a lieutenant, I was at Aldershot 
breaking In raw soldiers. 


"Under the volunteer 
system, no 


adequate method can be devised for 
handling the men. In London during 
those first few months of tho war, men 
stood In lino for days waiting oppor- 
tunity to register. They had to quit 


their jobs. They and their families 
actually suffered for food. This dis- 
pirited and discouraged them. 


"When it was seen that the govern- 


ment couldn't handle the enlistments 
fast enough, clubs and fraternal or- 
ganizations took a. hand. 
This re- 


sulted in chaos. 
Men were coming 


to Aldershot at all hours of the day 
and night, in varying conditions of so- 
briety, stating they had enlisted. 


"The confusion in Identifying the 


Macs and the Roberts and many other 
similar names was Indescribable. In 
nothing is Scotland more 
prodigal 


than in men with surnames exactly 
alike. 


"This chaotic condition was discour- 


aging to the men and many became 
tipsy. They had no conception of dis^ 
clpline and when they were punished 
severely for these infractions they be- 
came disgruntled and 
threatened to 


strike. Most of them were union la- 
borers. Is anything more funny than 
a strike in the army? 


"Another injustice In the volunteer 


way 
is this: 
In the first hundred 


thousand, which became 
known as 


Kitchener's volunteer army, we had 
experts from every walk in life. We 
had skilled mechanics who should 
have remained at home in the fac- 
tories to make munitions and other 
necessaries of war.. They enlisted for 
fear of being called cowards. 
As a 


consequence, some of the country's 
most valuable men were sacrificed on 
the firing line when they could have 
been of unending value at home. 


"Under the universal sen-ice method, 


machinery is built up for handling an 
army. Each man is put where he will 
be of the most service to the cause."

"The weapons of his war- 
fare were not carnal but they were 
none the less mighty and none the less 
dangerous to a foe.

passive resignation:

passive virtues, but its emphasis is on

ciples were to KO and preach: work 
and battle were before them, they were 
called to the life of a soldier, not of 
a recluse. 


It is 
the undoubted mission of 


Christianity to bring peace into thf 
world, as it is to bring salvation ami 
righteousness, but it is never taught 
or intimated that this peace is to come 
by lying inert in the path of b • -te 
force or letting iniquity have its way 
without protest and combat. 
On the 


contrary >t will come as the result of 
conflict and struggle as hot and fierce 
as in the trenches of France. It is 
the business of religion to make the 
world a dangerous place for evil and 
evil-doers. 


"There is an appeal in the church in 


the world situation now which gives 
peculiar ponit to the advice in the 
text: it is a situation the church has 
never faced before and can only be 
met when we are panoplied with tho 
whole armor of Gpd."

He taught many 
of the raw recruits, of which the force 
was largely composed, the use of the 
rifle. After the New Guinea expedi- 
tion he re-enlisted in the. Australian 
ranks and in due course 
reached 
France. 


Before leaving Now Guinea he told 


a friend that he had long been desir- 
ous that Britain should control the 
Loyalty Islands but, inasmuch as the 
British and French were unitedly 
lighting against Germany, he would 
make no further move In the matter.

Washington, D. C,, Hay 15.—Sugar 


beets are grown in large quantities for 
sugar making, but their value as a 
source of the family syrup supply has 
been overlooked. Sugar beets suitable 
for syrup making may be grown wher- 
ever soil of reasonable fertility is avail- 
able. The sweetness of the beets may 
'/e greater in one locality than in an- 
jther, but all sugar beets contain su- 
arsir enough to make syrup, say spe- 
cialists of the United States department 
of agriculture. 
The syrup 
may be 


nade by a very simple process, and a 
tew rows in the garden will produce 
beets enough to give a family all the 
syrup needed. 


A bushel of beets will produce from 


three to five quarts of syrup. As hte 
beets when mature should weigh from 
one to two pounds ecah, thirty or forty 
of them will make a bushel, and as the 
beets after thinning stand about ten 
inches apart in rows 
about twenty 


inches apart, it is easy to determine 
how much ground to use for sugar 
beets if a particular quantity of syrup 
is desired. A few rows in the garden 
generally will be sufficient. 


The ground is plowed or spaded 10 


a good depth, without turning up much 
raw soil, and is made firm, smooth, 
and free from lumps as early in the 
spring as possible. It is then kept free 
from weeds until seeding time, which 
is not until the ground is warm. 


The seed is planted half an inch or 


?n inch deep, either in hills or in solid 
rows. 
If in hills, each hill contains 


from three to six seed balls and the 
hills are about ten inches apart. If in 
solid rows the plants are "blocked" by 
cutting out sections of the rows so 
that the plants remaining stand in 
tufts about 
ten inches apart. 
The 


rows are about twenty inches apart. 


As soon as possible, the beets are 


thinned to one plant in each hill or 
tuft. 
This is done by hand, as the 


plants arc very close together. 
Good 


cultivation is necessary. 
Where irri- 


gation is needed 
the surface of the 


ground around 
the beets 
must bo 


flooded, as a crust will form and the 
air will be cut off from the root. 


For 
proper 
development, 
sugar 


beets require four to six months. 


When they are ready for harvesting, 


the tops show a yellowish tinge and 
the beets will pull up with little dirt. 
After being loosened, the beets may 
be lifted with a two-tincd fork. Thoy 
are then topped by cutting off the 
crowns at the point of the lowest leaf 
scar, ns the crown contains much of 
the suits taken up during growth. 


If not to be made into syrup at once, 


tho beets may be stored In pits covordu 
with earth or In some other way so 
as to keep them cool without freezing 
and without wilting. 


In making syrup the topped beets

brush. The next »U-i> i* to cut them 
nto slices as thin as one-sixteenth of 
in inch If possible. A butcher knife 
may be used, but a kraut cutter or 
some other slicing; device la easier. 


The sliced beets are placed in a 


tight barrel and Just enough hot water 


cover them—boiling water if pos- 


sible—is poured in at once. Tho bar- 
rel Is then covered with several thick- 
nesses of canvas lo hold tho heat. The 
iliced beets arc allowed to soak for 
about sixty minutes. 
Tho barrel is 


agitated from time to tlmo without bo- 
ing uncovered. 
This process brings 


out the sugar from tho beets. 
The 


liquid is then 
drawn off, strained 


through several thicknesses of chces?- 
cloth. and placed in a kcttlo or other 
vessel. In which It is boiled slowly un- 
til it has 
evaporated down 
to the 


thickness desired. It is important that 
the boiling be slow and tho process 
will take several hours. The work may 
be done outdoors 
if desired. 
Care 


should be taken 
not to scorch the

Trains Every Five Minutes 


from London to Paris 


and the Orient. 


London, May 18.—Departure of a 


train from London to Paris every five 
or ton minutes, travel between the two 
capitals by rail to occupy less than six 
hours, was the possibility held out by 
Sir Francis Fox In an address recently 
delivered before the Royal Geograph- 
ical society. Sir Francis was describ- 
ing the conditions under which It was 
proposed to build and operate a tun- 
nel under the English channel to con- 
nect England and France. 


Looking into the future, he declarer 


that the trains operated through the 
tunnel could be used to traverse 
France, Belgium. Holland, Spain, Italy 
Germany, Austria, Hungary and Tur- 
key as far as Constantinople. It was 
by no means improbable, said Sir 
Francis, that within comparatively a 
few years, travelers from London 
would be able to reach distant places 
like India and China through the me- 
dium of the channel tunnel. 


The tunnel would consist of two 


tubes eighteen feet In diameter. 
In 


the channel above the sea bed the 
maximum depth of water would be 
from 160 feet to 180 feet. It would 
be necessary, he said, to leave undis- 
turbed'such a cover of chalk over the 
roof of the tunnel as would guarc 
against any possible hostile contin- 
gency. That protection has been fixed 
at a minimum of 100 feet. The tun- 
nel would be operated, pumped and 
ventilated by electricity supplied fron 
a. power station in Kent ten. miles 
inland. 


The tunnel would have a dip in thi 


level of the rails, forming a water lock 
by which it could, in case of emergency 
be filled with water from roof to fiooi 
for one mile. This would be undei 
control of Dover Castle and the en 
trance and exits would be under gun 
fire of the Dover forts.

hot. dry wojithcr. it Is a good plan 
to cut off the upper half of each leaf. 


This prevents loss of moisture from 
the plants. Transplant on cloudy days 
if possible. 


Cabbage worms are a serious enemy 


to the late crop. Early in tho season, 
tho plants may be sprayed with arse- 
! nate of lead (one ounce to one gallon 
of water) and later, when nearly ready 
to cat with white hellebore (one ounce 
to three Kallons of water). 


For cutworms 
mix a 
little parls 


green and molasses with bran. Add 
water to make a crumbly mash. Put 
little heaps of Ibis around thr field a 
few days before setting out tho plants 


! nnd again the day the plants are set 
out. 
A stiff paper 
collar wrapped 


around tho stem Is suggested to pro- 
tect the plant from cutworms.
